SOBncr Traces on Dr, Guenther STRUP 


1, Per your recent request, the follovlng is a sunsary of 
ittfo matiott cont<^.ired in Headquarter's files on Dr. Guenther 
8TBUP: 

a. SYRDP, box«n 21 August 1910 in Hildeshels, vhost. 
var*tise address was Heierfeldstrasse 26, Kl.-^achnow, 
was an SH fiauptstursbahnfuehrer in Ant Vl/Cruppe A 
(Allgeselnes u. Inland - General Adsinlstration) of tl.e 
RSHA. He was liaison officer to the Reicbswirtschaf tsjninls- 
teriun fros 1940-43, then Joined the Waffen SS« His 
father was State Secretary In the Arbeitsainisteriun. 

b. In 1954, the ZIPPER Weekly Report nunber 4 on 
the Otto JCHOI case, cites Rechtsanwalt Guenther SYRUP, 
residing Haaburg/Fuhlbuettel, As Hasseoberg 371 as the 
source of several itesis on the JOHN case. Specifically, 
he reports that a fellow Haaburg lawyer. Dr. Oirt Otto 
BUT, was a long tine friend of Otto JOHK. It is not 
possible to determine the significance of the ZIPPER 
SYRUP connection. From the context, since he is openly 
cited as having provided the Infomation, his relationship 
to ZIPPER was evidently not regarded as particularly 
sensitive. You will recall that ZIPRE is the former 
cryptonym for the Gehlen Organization. 

c. SYRUP is not listed in current overt materials - 
the Hamburg tdhphone directory, rosters of Oenaan lawyers, 
etc.
